HE recent Soviet notes 
a to Norway and Denmark 
call for study by the free 
world if for no other reason 
than that they contain 
significant contradictions. 
Tho Premier of Norway. is 
nasured thot the Russian 
government “notes with 
satisfaction that the Nor- 
wegian government is 
keeping its promise not to 
grant foreign forces bases; 
Denmark is reminded that 
she has o special role “os 
guardian, of important in- 
ternational straits on which 
normal sea connections of 
all Baltic states with the 
outer world are dependent.”

Both draw attention to 
facts which would seem to 
ordinary peoplo to call for 
appreciation.

United Nations, ‘Apr. 10. 
" Secretary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
said tonight the creation of a United 
Nations Emergency Force for the Middle 


East “will count 


in future efforts to 


preserve peace and promote justice.” 

He said. there could be differences of 
opinion as to the wisdom of certain steps 
taken by the UN in recent months, but 
that all could agree on the value and his- 
torical importance of the formation of 
UNEF and United Nations clearance of 


the Suez Canal. 


Hammarskjold, speaking at 
the 50th anniversary dinner of 
the American Jewish Committee, 
suid: 

“First of ail, JL proved possible 
in on emergency to create for 
time a truly inter 
national force. This foree, al- 
though modest in size and, for 
constitutional reasons, so 
modest in aim, Uroke new 
ground) which inevitably will 
count in future efforts to pre- 
serve peace and promote justice. 

“T think we can likewise 
agree that the fact that the 
United Nations could undertake 
end carry through au major field 
operation like the clenrance of 
the Suez Canal, wherg no gov- 
ernment was in a position to 
eccomplish the task, indicated 
possibilities for international 
organisation which, once proven, 
cannot in the future be dls- 
regarded 


Principle Maintained 


W “Finally, deeply regrettable

Hammarskjold, who returned

if we do not manage to turn the

Dances 


By PETER JOHNSON 


Some of Asia’s 


Munich, Apr. 10. 


bees have as highly 


developed a “language” as their Europedn 
cousins, but others are comparatively 
“backward,” aceording to a German 
scientist, Dr Martin Lindauer, of Munich 


University. 


Dr Lindauer spent six months in Ceylon to find 
out whether Asian bees could, like those of Europe, 
Pass exact information to their fellows about the 
whereabouts of food by means of dances. 


Dr Lindauer, who Is 39, Is a 
former pupil ond now tu 
colleague at Munich University 
of 70-year-old Professor Karl 
von Frisch, the first man : to 
decipher the dance language of 

03, 


In experiments lasting from 
about 1020 to about 1950, 
Professor Frisch found that 
European bees (Apis Mellifica), 
also found in Africa and the 
Amaricas, perform dances in= 
dicating accurately the distunce 
between the hive and the food 
they have found, and the beaor- 
Ing of the food from the sun 
when looked at from the hive, 


Small Circles 


By moving about arlificial 
food, usually sugar-water, 
Professor Frisch discovered that 
4g the find was within about 65 
yards from the hive, the bees 
would dance in small circles on 
the vertical side of a honeycomb 
inside the dork hive, reversing 
direction from time to time, In 
such cases, perhaps because the 
food wag near, the bees did not 
bother to indicute its direction, 
Thelr dance just meant; “Food 
ia near,” Other bees could tell 
what sort of food by smelling 
it on the dancing bees. In the 
darkness of the hive they felt 
the figures of the dance with 
thelr antennac, 


If food was gradually moved 
further away, the dance would 


gradually change to u Kind of |’ 


samba performed in u straight 
line with the dancing bees 
wagging their taijs horizontally, 
After completing the straight 
line, Ueuolly about one inch and 
a quarter long, the bees would 
return to the sturt of it by 
moving in a semi-circle without 
any tall-wagging. 


By observing bees inside 
artificlally Uluminaled — hives, 
ond changing the poaltion of 
food, Professor Frisch  dis~ 
covered that if the bees moved 
straight up the vertical honcy- 
comb during thelr wagtail 
course, they were telling their 
fellows that to find food they 
muat fly stralght towards the 
sun. If the wagtall linc was 
30 degrees to the left of 
vertical, then the food way to 
be found 30 degrees to the Jeft 
of the sun. In other words, 
the vertical pull of gravity was 
being used os an axis from 
which to show tho different 
bearings. 


Wagtail 


At the same time, Professor 
Frisch discovered that the dance 
told bees how far to fly. If a 
German bee performed the 
wagtall straight cight tlmes in 
18 seconds, for example, the 
food was about 220 yards away. 
But if the dancerg speeded up 
to ten times in 15 seconds, it 
meant that there was something 
sweet about 110 yards away. 


It the honeycomb was brought 
into the open and turned on its 
alde, the bees stopped using 
gravity, Instead, they looked 
at the sun, remembered where 
the food wag In relation to it, 
and made their wagtall straight 
in a line polnting directly at 
the food. 


Dr Lindauer, who went to 
Ceylon in 1955 on a Rockefeller 
Foundation grant, experimented 
first with Apis Indica, the Asian 
bea when, most. closcly 
resembles the European varicty. 


At frat, thelr danco seemed 
the same. © But soon he found 
¢ the wagtall figure did not 
start ita change-over to the 
round dance until food, was 
moved ntarer (han 16 feet from 
the hive,

Primitive Variety 


Dr Lindauer also cxperiment- 
od with the Indian dwarl honey 
bee, Apia Florea, a mote 
primitive variety, which builds 
its hive consisting of a single 
exposed honeycomb with a 
breeding chamber beneath it, 
pround the thin branch of u 
tree, Before he made his 
experiments, sclentisis did not 
know whether this bee danced 
at all, He discovered that 
thetr “dance floor" was a small 
horizontal urea on the top of 
the honeycomb, extending some- 
times to the backs of bees 
clustering on it, 

By moving a hive Into 
different positions, Dr Lindauer 
found that this bee could show 
distance ond bearing of food 
only while dancing on a 
horizontal aurface outside, Lt 
jt 1s prevented from using a 
horizontal surface, the dance 
becomes confused und “unread- 
able”, Dr Lindauer concluded 
that the easier horizontal dance, 
ln which the wagtait straight 
pulnts directly at the food, 
probably originated carlier in 
the development of the bce 
fumily than the vertical dance. 
The Apis Florea, he found, also 
had uo different tempo from the 
other two varletics for indlcat- 
ing distance. 


‘Speed Scale 
Dr Lindauer also "tested" the 
glant Indian honey bee (Apis 
Dorsata), which is about as 
Jorge os the European hornet. 
Thelr single honeycomb hives 
are suspended from some 
convenient object, but always 
with a good view of the sky. 
These bees, Dr Lindauer found, 
danced outside on a vertical 


side of the comb which faced |: 


the sky, but used the up-and- 
down gravity axis to show the 
bearing of food from the sun, 
just as Europtan bees and the 
Apis Indica do in the dark, 
Like the other bees, they 
indicate distance by meuns of a 
vurying speed scale, 

After hig experiments with 
bees, Dr Lindauer decided to 
try fo ond out whether insects 
similar to bees also perform 
these dances. He has now 
gone to Brazil to test the dance 
ability of a number of varictics 
of Trigona, commonly called tho 
stingless bee, u more primitive 
insect than the bee proptr.— 
China Mail Special.
